To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Beeston  Urban  District  Council. 

Mk.  Chairman  and  Gentlkmen, 

1 bog  to  present  to  you  my  Report  for  Ihe  year  i9oy,  whicli  is  tlie 
ijlh  Annual  Report  1 have  had  the  pleasure  of  bringing'  before  your  notice. 
It  deals,  as  usual,  with  the  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
district  under  our  control,  as  well  as  with  the  steps  taken  by  \our  .Sanit.ary 
<,'ommittee  and  Ofl'icials  for  ensuring  a continuance  of  ihe  good  records  we 
have  achieved  in  the  |)ast.  At  the  outset  1 would  like  to  say  th;it  in  spite 
of  the  depression  in  trade,  and  consecjuent  lack  of  employment  for  many  of  oui 
inhabitants,  the  statistics  I shall  lay  before  you  will  compare  more  th:m 
favourably  with  any  of  my  previous  Reports. 

Meteoroi.ogicai.  Conditions. — For  the  third  year  in  succession  the  weather 
has  exercised  a beneiicial  effect  upon  the  public  health.  I-'rom  the  observations 
taken  at  Beeston  Fields,  and  kindly  supplied  to  me  by  G.  Fellows,  I-isq.,  a 
full  table  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  appendix,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  mean 
temperature  was  i)ractically  i deg.  below  the  average,  and  the  rainfall  3 inches 
above  the  average.  'Phis,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  there  were  no  e.xtremes  of 
heat  or  cold,  has  reduced  the  number  of  cases  of  diarrhcra,  more  particularlv 
<unongst  the  children,  almost  to  a negligable  t|uantity.  At  the  other  exti'eme 
of  life  the  .absence  of  hard  frosts  saved  much  suffering  and  ill-health  to  the 
old  iieople. 

I’oeul.A  1 ION. — 1 am  again  indebted  to  Mr.  Kirkland,  our  esteemed  Rale 
<'ollector  and  .\ssislant  Overseer,  for  the  information  that  on  .August  ist, 
11)01),  there  were  2,001  houses  in  Beeston,  of  which  2,508  were  occu])ied 
and  393  were  empty.  This  show’s  an  increase,  of  only  49  new  houses  built 
during  the  year — a marked  diminution  upon  previous  years  ;»nd  a sad  increase 
in  the  number  of  empties.  The  removal  of  1 lumbers  to  Coventry  accounts  for 
this  decrease  in  ten.anted  houses,  and  though  the  works  have  been  sold  and 
partially  occupied  it  W'ill  be  a long  time,  1 fear,  before  prosjierity  is  fullv 
restored  to  the  neighbourhood.  Taking,  as  in  other  years,  4^  inhabitants  to 
each  house  (the  average  .shown  in  the  Census  of  1901"),  this  gives  us  an 
estimated  po])ulation  of  11,286,  which  is  the  figure  upon  which  1 base  mv 
viral  statistics  for  the  year.  This  .show's  a decrea.se  of  558  inhabitants  upon 
the  previous  year/,  whereas  the  natural  increase  of  population,  i.c.,  excess  of 
births  over  deaths,  is  180.  These  figures  can,  of  course,  be  only  approximate.

129  females.  .Seven  of  these  were  illegitimate — 4 females  and  3 males.  .\ 
proportion  of  1 to  25  legitimate  births.  A birth-rate  of  24.7  is  low,  but 
perhaps  in  times  of  stress  such  as  we  are  now  passing  through  this  is  not  an 
unmixed  evil.  .Apart  from  the  fact  that  a low  birth-rate  is  a sign  of  the 
decadence  of  a country,  there  can  b(.‘  no  doubt  that  small  families  have  a biMter 
chance  of  being  brought  up  fit  and  strong,  and  better  able  to  cope  with  the 
struggle  for  existence  than  obtains  in  the  case  of  large  families  brought  u[) 
anyhow,  imperfectly  fed,  improperly  clothed,  and  indifferently  housed.  'I'lu' 
birth-rate  for  N’lfottingham  for  the  same  year  is  25. (>  per  i,ono  per  annum. 


Deaths. — 'I'hat  only  99  deaths  took  place  in  the  whole  of  Heesfon  during 
the  year  under  review  speaks  well  for  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district. 
Of  these  deaths,  45  were  males  and  34  fem.-des.  On  four  of  them  an  inc|U(>st 
was  held,  and  four  others  were  notified  to  the  Coroner,  who  certified  the  deaths 
as  due  to  n.'itural  c.auses.  In  addition  to  these  99  deaths  of  “ residents  within 
the  district,”  the  I,ocal  Government  Hoard  now  retpiires  us  to  add  th(>  deaths  of 
residents  taking  place  in  institutions  outsitle  the  district.  1 am  indebted  to  Dr. 
Handford,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  information  that  15  of 
these  occurred,  viz.,  8 in  Basford  Workhouse,  6 in  Nottingham  General 
Hospital,  and  one  in  the  County  Asylum.  The  addition  of  these  i;  deaths 
brings  up  the  total  to  1 14  with  a net  or  corrected  de.ith-rate  of  10.  i.  The 
death-rate  for  Nottingham  for  the  s;ime  year  is  1(1.2  fier  1,000  '’er  annum.  Of 
the  total  deaths  : — 
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Of  thn  31  (IriUlis  occiiriiig  in  jiprsons  over  (15  years  of  aj>'e,  6 were  between 
05  and  70,  iS  between  70  and  So,  and  7 between  So  and  90  at  the  time  of  death. 
This  af^ain  sjieaks  well  for  the  lonijevity  of  our  inhabitants,  and,  since  many 
of  these  were  from  sheer  old  a^e,  helps  to  make  our  figures  even  more  remark- 
able. 

1 NiWNTii.K  MoKT.At.iTY. — Tt  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  number  of  deaths 
in  infants  under  1 year  of  age  has  again  attained  reasonable  limits.  'I'wenlv- 
six  of  these  weri'  reported,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  91.3  [)er  1000 

births  registered.  'J'hat  is  to  say,  if  1000  children  had  been  horn  in  Heeston 

during  the  year,  91  would  have  dii‘d  during  the  first  year  of  their  existence. 
I'he  average'  for  the  previous  10  years  was  113.2,  or, in  other  words,  we  have 
a saving  of  22  lives  during  the  year  1909  as  compared  with  the  average  for 
these  10  years.  While  this  diminution  is  satisfactory,  there  is  still  a sad 
wastage  of  infant  life  due  in  fiart  to  ignoranci'  of  mothers  in  the  most  elemen- 
tary knowledge  of  the  cari'  and  feeding  of  their  habies,  and  in  part  to  careless- 
ness and  inability,  through  jioverty,  to  procure  tlie  requisite  food  for  their  off- 

spring. In  those  places  where  the  Notification  of  Hirths  .Act  has  been  adopted 
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;uid  the  services  of  a traim^d  luirse  eng'aged  to  give  the  necessary  instructions 
to  young  and  inex[)eriencpd  mothers,  the  results  have  Iteen  more  than  satis- 
factory, and  1 trust  tliat  in  the  no  distant  future  we  m:ty  be  iti  a position  to 
take  advantage  of  the  Act.  .\s  I liave  stated  before  in  previous  Reports,  tlie 
adoption  of  the  .Act  woitld  serve  no  good  pur[)ose  unless  such  a nurse  be  pro- 
vided. 


Followitig  my  usu.'d  plan,  I.  give  in  t.ibitlar  form  the  cause  of  deaths  in 
infants,  and  comjmro  them  with  the  previoits  to  years  : —

In  every  case  of  infectious  disease  notified  to  me  preventive  attd  pre- 
••autionary  measures  are  taken.  These  include  :i  i)ersonal  visit  to  the  infected 
houses,  the  sanitary  arrangements  investigated,  milk  supitly  noted,  whethi'r 
work  of  any  kind  is  taken  in,  and  directions  given  both  verbally  and  by  a 
printed  leallet  as  to  the  measures  to  be  .adopted  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
the  disease.  On  receiving  due  notice  that  infection  is  at  an  end  the  hoitse  is 
dsinfected  by  compressed  sulphuroits  acid  gas  by  one  of  your  own  staff.  Dis- 
infectatits  are  also  supplied  gratis  when  necessary.  Owing  to  the  want  of  .a 
disinfecting  chrunber  we  are  s.adly  handicapped  in  carrying  out  these  measures 
elliciently,  and  1 still  hope  th;tt  you  may  soon  see  your  w.ay  to  providing  one, 
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Smai.i.I’Ox. — I'or  ihc  sixlti  jcar  in  surcessioi)  no  crot'  of  ihi?'  disc-iiso  li.is 
lifcM  nolilit'ci  iii  Hceslon.  At  iIh;  lime  of  wriiinj;'  ihi.i  Ri()orl,  liowever,  two 
(•;is(;s  of  ,sm;illi)ox  have  (jociirretl  in  '.he;  .'Kljoininjj  city  of  Notting'liani, 
and  it  is  with  mucli  apiirelionsion  I r(‘y;ird  ihc  sitiituion,  in  view  of  the  lumihcr 
of  children  who  are  esca])ing'  vaccination  throiig'h  the  instriimentalit)'  of  the 
“ conscientious  clause.”  Perhaps,  in  view  of  the  seriousness  of  the  case,  1 
may  be  allowed  to  j)oint  out  that  in  countries  where  vticcination  and  re- 
saccination  at  or  about  the  ag'e  of  20  are  efticiently  carried  out  smallpo.x  has 
practically  ceased  Kj  exist.  Thus,  in  (lermany,  where  com[)ulsory  vaccination 
was  introduced  iii  if'74,  statistiial  information  proves  that  small()o.x  has 
diminished  progressively,  and  has  now  become  so  rare  that  in  iSp7  there  were 
onl\  liv(!  fat;d  cases  in  the  whole  of  the  lierman  lvm|)ire,  and,  moreover,  these 
occurred  in  the  maritime  towns,  where,  of  course,  the  risk  of  outside  infection 
would  be  gretiter.  In  the  Prussian  .Army,  where  vaccination  is  even  more 
stringent,  only  two  deaths  have  occurred  from  smlhipo.x  in  25  years.  Thai' 
vaccination,  ellicienily  carried  out,  with  calf-lymph  and  with  antiseptic  i)re- 
eautions  leads  to  ;iny  risk  of  life  or  subsetjuent  ill-health  to  the  child  inoculated 
1 cannot  possibly  believe,  and  st.atistics  of  all  the  recent  epidemics  prove  con- 
clusi\ely  that  such  ;i  trivial  o])eration  followed  by  re-vaccination  tkx's  confer  a 
considertible  .amount  of  immunity  to  smallpox,  even  if  it  4^)es  not  altogether 
prevent  it.  .'scrui)les  on  the  |uirt  of  the  .'si.ate  tigainst  compulsory  \accination 
are  weak,  since  vaccination  is  usefid  to  the  individual,  .and  direcllv  j)roiects  ihi* 
eomnumiiy.  P.arents,  too,  have  .a  gia-at  responsibility  thrown  upon  them  in 
deciding  this  momentous  t|uestion,  since  children,  as  vet  without  the  jiower  of 
deciding  for  themselves,  should  not  be  tillowed  to  run  the  risk  of  laintracting 
>uch  a loathsome,  disfiguring,  and  whollv  prevenlible  dise.a.-e. 

The  smallpox  hospital  sitpated  at  llucUnall  Torkard,  which  we  share  with 
the  other  L rban  Authorities,  is  kejU  in  a state  of  pn'paredness,  and  can  be 
ready  for  use  in  a few  hours.  Our  share  of  the  expense  of  maint.aining  this 
hospittd  for  the  year  is  ;^44  17s.  4d. 

StAUi.KT  l'i;\'Kit. — 1 waaity-onc  cases  of  this  liisetise  were  notified  during 
the  ye.ar,  which  is  a considiaable  increase  on  the  figures  of  the  |)revious  year 
i()oS,  when  only  five  were  notified.  .Seviaiteen  houses  waaa'  involved,  in 
two  instances,  lhre(‘  cases  existing  in  one  family.  Thev  were  .all  of  ,1  mild 
type,  only  one  fat:d  case  occurring  in  a child  20  months  old,  and  complic.ated 
by  tonsilitis. 

Dii’ifi  iiKKiA. — It  is  consoling  to  find  that  the  fight  we  have  beiai  waging 
.ag.ainsi  this  dise.as(‘  for  the  bast  six  ye.ars  is  ,at  last  bearing  fruit,  onl\  14  cjistvs 

h.aving  been  notified  during  the  year.  In  one  insttmee  only  the  child  died ;m 

infant  eight  months  old.  .So  f.ar  ;is  1 can  judge  not  onlv  tire  the  number  of 
lases  decretising,  but  the  ty()c“  also  is  less  severe.  We  are  still  carrying  out  till 
the  prectiutions  mentioned  in  my  hist  live  Reports,  tind  no  child  is’  allowed  to 
return  to  school  until  posilivi*  evidence  that  the  throat  is  free  from  infection 
has  been  obttdned.  .\nti-loxin  is  also  supplied  grtitis  to  such  ptitients  who 
cannot  tilTord  to  pav  for  it. 

I vriioit)  OK  IvNTKRic  I'kvkk .--I'ive  of  the  cases  of  this  disease  notified  dur- 
ing the  year  occurred  in  one  yard,  tuid  four  of  them  were  distinctly  traceable 
to  the  original  patient,  who  wais  also  suffering  from,  ;md  being  treated  for 
Hright's  disetise,  and  in  whom  tyjihoid  fever  was  not  susiiected  until  some  d ivs 
after  her  removal  to  the  Nottingh.un  C.eneral  Hospital.  The  houses  in  this 
yard  are  supplied  with  tub  closets,  which  are  in  close  proximity  to  one  -inother 
and  so  long  as  we  have  this  method  of  excreta  dispostd  in  co’ngested  and  coiw 
fined  areas  we  must  run  a risk  of  such  ;i  disease  spreading.  No  cau.se  for  the 
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sixth  casp  which  ihcuItpiI  at  about  ihi-  sanip.  linit?  as  tlie  utliors,  but  at  somt? 
tlistam'p  from  them,  roulcl  Ijp  asccrtaiiiptl.  'Ihpy  were  all  removed  to  the 
Notltngluim  < ipiipral  llospital,  and  with  iho  exception  of  the  original  case  ntade 
an  iminterruplf'd  recovery.  'That  more  cases  did  not  tirise  is,  in  my  opinion,  :i 
subject  ol  eongratuhition,  considering  the  locality  in  which  they  occurred. 

I'iuvsii’KL.vs. — 1 he  six  cases  of  this  disease  call  fur  no  special  comment. 

I’fKurHU.M,  — The  one  case  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the 

jiractice  of  one  of  my  colleagues  in  ti  house  which  was  not  characterised 
by  its  cleanliness.  '1  he  infection  was  in  .all  itrobttbility  introduced  by 
the  so-called  nur.s(!  (the  p.itient’s  mother-in-hiwj,  who  was  prohibited  from 
uiulertaUing  further  nursing  duties  for  six  weeks,  'i'he  room  was  disinfected 
and  the  bedding  destroyt'd,  compcaisation  for  same  being  granted  by  your 
i'ouncil.  According  to  reipiirements  of  the  (iounty  (.'ouncil,  1 made  a full 
report  to  Dr.  Ilandford,  the  County  .Medical  Ofllcer  of  Health,  who  approved 
the  measuri;s  adopted.

.Mii.\SLi;s. — .\ftcr  the  smart  ej)idemic  of  this  disease  at  the  end  of  iyo8  we 
have  had  a singular  immunity  during  the  year  under  review — only  one  death 
resulted. 

W’liooriNO  CoL’c'.Jt  accounted  for  6 deaths,  four  children  under  i year  of  age 
and  2 between  tht;  .ages  of  i .and  5 yetirs.  This  disease,  by  re.ason  of  its  compli- 
lations,  can  becomir  a very  grave  malady,  tunl,  apart  from  its  danger  to  life, 
few  diseases  give  rise  to  so  much  retd  discomfort,  both  to  the  patients  them- 
selva's  and  those  tiround  them.  h'ortumitely,  most  of  the  cases  occurred 
in  the  early  sumnua'  months,  or  the  mortality  would  in  all  probability  have  been 
greater.  Like  measles,  whooping  cough  is  a most  infectious  disease,  and  in 
both  the  infection  is  spretid  before  the  diseases  dechire  themselves.  Hence  the 
impossibility  of  |)reventing  periodic.al  visitations,  especi.ally  in  our  elementary 
schools,  where  large  numbers  of  children!  are  congregated  together.  ICarly 
closure  of  the  infants  departments  seems  to  he  the  only  rational  method  of 
checking  an  epidemic. 

Di.vKKiitE.v. — .\s  I ex])lained  in  my  preliminary  remarks  when  dealing  with 
the  we.'ither,  the  cool,  damp  summer  we  have  experienced  in  1909  has  been 
again  favourable  in  checking  this  disease.  Diarrhoea  is  what  we  might  call  a 
“ lihh  <lisc:ise, ’’  the  micro-orgtinsms  whch  c.ause  the  trouble  getting  into  the 
food  and  milk,  either  in  the  form  of  dust  or  introduced  by  the  agancy  of  house 
Hies,  l)oth  of  which  are  more  prevab-nl  ii!  hot,  dry  weather.  In  my  previous 
reports  I h.ive  referred  to  the  danj^er  of  the  ordin.ary  tly,  and  shown  how  it  can 
carry  disciisc  germs  from  an  outside  sourci'  to  any  articles  of  diet  lying  about, 
loo  much  care,  therefore,  cannot  be  takcai  in  keeping  all  articles  of  food  .and 
drink — more  esi)eciallv  milk,  which  forms  a very  suitable  medium  for  the  multi- 
plication and  development  of  such  organisms — in  cool,  dark  larders,  and  pro- 
tected by  llv  screens,  h'urthermore,  .all  decaying  vegetable  matter,  manure, 
etc.,  in  which  flies  deposit  their  eggs  should  not  be  allowed  to  .accumulate  in 
the  noiglib(jurhood  of  dwellings. 


I’ni  lusts  OK  ( 'ONsf.Mi'TtON. — That  only  live  deaths  from  this  disease,  and 
two  from  other  tuberculous  affections,  oiaairred  in  the  whole  of  Beeston  during 
the  year  is  eminently  satisfactory.  On  referring  to  my  past  Reports  I find  there 
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IS  ;i  yradiiyl  ji'l  stcitdy  iin|jr()V('.tiiciU  in 
luwiny:  table  will  show  ; — 
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Avoraye  for  the  10  years  9.8  and  4.4  respectively.  'J'he  death-rate  from 
Phthisis  alone  for  the  year  is  t).4,  and  for  all  tubercular  dise.'ises  o.O.  'J'hese  tigures 
give  us  hoi)e  that  the  more  enlightened  view  of  Consumjition  long  held  by  the 
medical  profession  is  permeating  to  all  classes,  and  further  that  its  recognition 
as  a contagious  disease  is  beginning  to  bear  fruit.  .\  great  responsibiliity  tiiso 
rests  upon  us  as  a Sanitary  Authority  in  seeing  that  the  disease  germ.s — the 
tubercle  bacilli — are  not  introduced  into  the  .system  through  the  meat  or  milk  of 
tubercidous  cows.  .Systematic  inspection  of  cowsheds,  cows,  and  milk  suitply 
arc  carried  out  by  us,  and  while  admitting  that  much  is  left  to  be  desired  in  the 
housing  of  the  cattle  as  to  general  cleanliness  and  amount  of  air  spare,  still 
improvement  is  gradually  taking  place,  and  we  hope  in  time  to  m.ake  farmers 
realise  their  responsibility  in  these  matters,  and  to  conform  more  and  more'  to 
the  requirements  of  the  -Acts  in  force.  After  removal  or  death  of  a cotisumittivc 
your  Council  is  willing  to  disinfect  the  room  occupied,  but  we  must  have  du<' 
notice  of  this  by  the  medical  mati  in  charge  of  the  case  or  the  i)aticnt's  ladalions 
or  the  opportunity  is  lost. 


Under  the  Public  Health  ('J'uberculosis)  Regulations  Act  of  i()o8,  and 
which  came  into  operation  on  January  ist,  1909,  three  cases  of  consum|)tion 
have  been  notified  during  the  year  by  the  District  Medical  Dllicer  aiul  the 
necessary  stejrs  taken  by  me,  by  mi'ans  of  verbal  and  printed  instructions,  to 
I>r(,'vent  the  sjiread  of  the  disease  by  infection. 

Milk  Sui’clv. — 'J'his  subject  is  of  such  vital  importance  to  the  health  of  the 
community  that  no  aiiology  is  needed  for  referring  to  it  again.  .Milk  forms 
such  an  inqiortant  item  of  diet,  espeically  to  young  children,  that  it  is  unfortu- 
n.ate  it  should  also  lend  its(4f  to  so  many  sources  of  contamination  and  form  so 
suitable  a medium  for  the  growth  and  multiplication  of  those  micro-organisms 
which  lead  to  disease.  Not  only  can  it  become  the  vehicle  for  the  transmission 
of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever,  and  smallpox,  but  now  that  it  is  an 
acknowledged  f;u't  that  bovine  and  lunmin  tuberculosis  are  one  and  the  s;ime, 
and  that  the  disease  is  communicable  to  man  by  the  milk  and  flesh  of  diseased 
cows,  phthisis  or  consumption  must  be  added  to  the  list,  h'or  fhese,  reasons, 
and  also  for  the  further  fart  that  diarrhoea,  which  is  such  a fatal  diseast'  among 
very  young  children,  is  generally  conveyed  by  milk,  makes  it  incumbent  iqion 
ns  as  a .Sanitary  .Authority  to  safeguard  the  community  to  the  utmost  of  our 
power.  By  the  adoption  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsht-ds,  and  .Milk  .Sho]  )S  Oialers. 
we  have  now  26  of  these  iiremises  on  the  registi'r,  and  twice  vearly  they  are 
msiiected  by  pie  S.anitary  Inspector  and  myself.  1 h.ave  already' referred  t'o  the 
cowsheds,  i>ointing  out  that  much  still  retnains  to  be  done  before  they  and  their 
surroundings  can  be  considered  in  any  degree  jierfect.  Still,  jirogrc'ss  is  being 
made  in  this  res|)ect,  and  drastic  changi's  catinot  be  wrought  in  a daw  With 
lespect  to  new  cowhouses  where  these  are  likelv  to  rt'm.'iin  permanentiv  they 
should  be  properly  constructed  brick  buildings,  built  so  as  to  comply  with  thi' 
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l)\«-Ia\vs.  Wooden  slrui'tiires  an*  soon  f)ul:  of  rt'pair,  ;ind  require  constant 
allenlion  to  keep  them  clean  and  fret?  from  dust.  'The  insanitary  i-owshed 
meniioned  in  ni)-  last  year's  Rejjort  has  since  been  disused.  I still  feel  deeply 
that  iirofessional  advice  in  the  detection  of  lubercidous  cows  should  be  givtMi 
us  by  the  a])pointment  of  a veterintiry  surs^eon  to  inspect  all  the  nilikiny;  cows 
at  least  twice  yearly.  In  several  neighbourinyf  districts  where  this  has  been 
done,  dise.'ised  cows  h;ive  been  discovered,  and  they  have  been  either 
slaughtered  or  their  milk  e.Kcluded  from  sale.  The  cost  of  such  a proceeding 
would  not  be  gre.it,  and  the  expense  more  th;in  compensated  for  by  the  detec- 
tion and  removal  of  even  one  diseased  animal.  With  regard  to  the  dairies  and 
milk  shops,  very  little  milk  is  stored  on  the  pnanises,  most  of  it  being  delivered 
by  the  ftirmer  direct  to  the  retailer,  and  taken  by  him  at  once  to  the  consumers. 
In  no  instance  did  we  see  milk  exposed  in  open  vessels  on  the  counter,  which 
is  a thing  to  be  rigidly  avoided. 

During  the  year  the  Pidjlic  Health  .Vets  -Amendment  -Act,  lyoy,  has  come 
into  ojieration  in  the  district,  and  clauses  aj  and  54,  relating  to  infectious 
diseases,  are  ap|)licable  to  all  dairymen. 

Clause  53  requires  dairymen  to  furnish  list  of  sources  of  su])ply  of  milk, 
and  Clause  54  requirc'S  them  to  notify  any  infectious  disease  existing  amongst 
th(‘ir  servants.  I'or  the  information  of  dairymen  and  others  (to  whom  a copy 
of  this  Report  will  b<-  sent)  the  clauses  are  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  Ci-M'SK  33. — If  the  medical  otficer  certifies  to  the  local  authority  that 
any  j)erson  in  the  district  is  suffering  from  infectious  disease  which  the  medical 
olVicer  has  reason  to  susi)ect  is  attributable  to  milk  su|)i)lied  within  the  district, 
the  local  authority  may  require  the  dairyman  su])i)lying  the  milk  to  frunish  the 
medical  otTicer,  within  a reasonable  time  fixed  by  him,  a complete  list  of  all  the 
farms,  dairies,  or  places  from  which  his  supply  of  milk  is  derived,  or  has  been 
derived,  during  the  hist  si.x  weeks,  and  if  the  supply,  or  any  part  of  it, 
is  obtained  through  any  other  dairyman,  may  make  a similar  requisition  upon 
that  dairyman. 

(2.)  The  local  authority  shall  pay  to  the  dairyman  for  evi'ry  list  furnished 
by  him  under  the  section  the  sum  of  six|)ence,  and  if  the  list  contains  not  less 
than  twenty-five  names,  a further  sum  of  six|)ence  for  every  twenty-live  names 
contained  in  the  list. 

(3.)  I-iverv  dairyman  shall  coinjily  with  the  recpiisilion  of  the  local  authoi'itv 
under  this  section,  and  if  he  fails  to  do  so  shall  be  li.able  in  resjiect  of  eacli 
offence  to  a ])enalty  not  exceeding  live  pounds  and  a daily  ])enalty  not  exceed- 
ing forty  shillings. 

Ci  Aust;  54  (i.) — ICvery  dairyman  supplying  inilk  within  the  district  of  the 
local  authoi'itv  from  premises,  whether  within  or  beyond  the  district  aforesaid, 
shall  notify  to  the  medical  otlicer  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  among  persons 
engaged  in,  or  in  connection  with  his  dairy,  as  soon  as  he  becomes  aware  or 
has  reason  to  suspect  that  such  infectious  disease  exists. 

(2.)  -Any  dairvman  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  this  .section  shall  for  every 
such  olTencc  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  forty  .shillings. 

Skwac.io  DisnosAi,  .\.\o  .Sc.wi-A'oin'i;. — l-'or  the  last  five  years  no  plans  of  iiew 
houses  with  tub  closet  accommodation  have  been  [lassed  where  ;i  public  sewer 
exists,  and  in  consequence  the  number  of  tubs  that  have  to  be  taken  to  the 
farm  are  stationarv.  -2,200  of  these  are  removed  weekly  to  the  farm  by  your 
sanitary  staff  between  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and  7 a.m.,  where  they  are  emptied, 
cleaned,  disinfected,  and  then  returned.  The  question  of  using  galvanised  iron 
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|);iiK  iii.'.lctinl  ul  \v(j(i(l(;ii  till);'  is  oik?  which  sliuuici  be  consiclorctl  very  cardiilly  by 
the  S:init:iry  ( 'oininittee.  1 am  fully  ('onvincctl  that  Irom  a sanitary  tind 
hyf^ieiiie  point  of  \iow  the  wooden  tubs,  tiller  beiny;  in  use  a varitibh-  len£;'ih  ol 
time,  bectnne  imcleanstible  and  unwholesome.  I undcrsltuul  that  .Nollinf^htun 
and  other  Corporations  have  entirely  discarded  wooden  receptacles  for  ni^htsoil, 
tmd  that  the  results  have  more  lhan  justified  the  slight  e.xlra  cost.  In  tiddilion 
to  the  night  soil,  a Itirge  c|u;intily  of  trade  refuse  has  also  been  removed  to  the 
ftirm  to  ;idd  to  the  unsightly  heap  already  there.  Owing  to  the  slight  mtinuritil 
vtdue  this  has, we  have  an  increasing  dilliculty  in  dis])osing  of  it  to  the  neigh- 
bouring fiu-mers,  tmd  in  order  to  get  rid  of  it  1,500  loads  were  sitread  on  the 
farm  during  the  winter  of  i()o<S  and  u)0(j.  I his  winter,  owing  to  the  mild 

wetither,  not  more  thtm  250  loads  htive  been  so  disposed  of,  leaving  tiboul  2,000 

lotids  still  to  be  detdt  with.  'I'his  grctit  accumuhition,  if  allowed  to  remain, 
will  become  ti  serious  nuisance  during  the  summer,  and  I would  suggest  ihtu 
the  Council  ttiko  the  mtUler  into  serious  considerttlion.  So  far  as  I c-an  judge 

th<?  only  method  of  dealing  with  it  is  by. burning  it  in  a properly  constructed 

destructor. 


In  consetjuence  of  the  dcveloitment  of  two  new  building  f'sttdes  the 
dilliculty  of  dealing  v\ith  storm  wtiier  at  the  farm  has  been  gretuly  increased. 
The  15-inch  overllow  pi])e  from  the  ])umping  stjition  to  the  Trent  is  now  much 
too  small,  and  the  sewi^rs  in  ‘he  lower  parts  of  the  district  have  practically  no 
outlet  in  wet  weather.  1 would  suggest  that  additiontd  storm  wtiler  outlets  Ik- 
provided.  These  could  b(?  connected  to  the  netirest  dvkes  on  the  ftirm,  and  I 
tun  informed  by  your  Surveyor  that  this  could  be  done  tit  a smtill  cost.  'I  he 
tireti  used  for  crojis  tiuring  the  year  has  been  less  than  usual,  that  is  to  say, 
more  of  the  farm  has  been  used  for  its  legitimate  purpose  of  sewage  irrigtition. 
'I'he  32  acres  were  used  as  follows  : —

I have  nothing  to  tidd  to  the  remarks  1 made  in  mv  last  Report  tis  to  the 
desirability,  (>ven  necessity,  of  utilising  more  and  more  of  the  farm  for  its 
projter  purposi;  ol  detding  with  the  ever-incretising  ipiantitv  of  sewage  pumped 
upon  it,  tmd  using  less  of  it  for  growing  crops.  1 tdso  think  that  Ihe  growth 
of  Osiers  would  be  ;(  more  suiltible  ;md  prolit:d)le  croj)  to  grow  thtm  roots 
which  recpiire  much  manual  labour  e.\)iended  ujion  them,  'i'he  vtdue  of  the 
ciops  grown  u|)on  the  farm,  after  <l(>ducling  the  e.xpenses  of  stile  wtis  ;/,'()2  is. 
I III.  In  tiddilion  to  this,  crops  to  the  vtdue  of  ;^'i)o  httve  been  grown  tmd  con- 
sumed by  your  own  hors(!s. 


i legret  to  stiy  ihtU  none  of  the  remaining  22  instmittirv  tind  anlii|utited 
nnddens  have  been  converted  during  the  year.  Probtibly  this  is  because  the 
svoisl  of  these  had  been  attended  to  during  recent  years,  but  while  tmv  remtiin 
I K\  are  tt  blot  upon  our  boasted  2olh  cenlurv  sanitation. 

I 'in''  ‘ depressed  slate  of  our  local  industries,  not  much 
unlding  has  been  carried  out  during  Ihe  vear.  The  Council  have  approved  of 
the  following  plans  Dwelling-houses  20.  stables  3,  i Hovs’  Institute  (not  vet 
'tecteci),  I lock-up  shop,  and  4 alterations  and  additions.  During  the  saine 
pel  UK  33  ( wellmg-honses  tmd  1 lock-up  shop  htive  been  certified  as  fn  fo,- 
fKupalion.  Of  the  houses  erected  20  tire  in  streets  north  of  the  High  Rotid. 

new'liouUf  Vl'''^  (''''laling  to  the  occuptition  of 

housis)  has  been  stmclioned  by  the  l.ocal  Covernmeni  Hotird 
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(i.)  A |)i:rsoii  stiall  not  let  or  oeiiipy  any  new  dwell! ng-lioiise  until  llie 
drainag’c  thereof  shall  have  been  made  and  eoinpleted,  nor  until  sueh  dwellintr- 
house  shall  after  examination  havi;  been  eertilled  by  an  OiVicer  of  the  Count  il 
authorised  to  give  such  certificate  to  be,  in  his  o|jinion,  in  every  resl>ect  fit  ft  r 
human  habitation. 

(2.)  Every  person  who  shall  ofTend  against  the  foregoing  Bye-law  shall  be 
liable  for  every  such  offence  to  a penalty  of  five  ])ounds,  and  in  the  case  of  a 
continuing  offence,  a further  penalty  of  forty  shillings  for  each  day  after 
written  notice  of  the  offence  from  the  (muncil. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  above  Rye-I.aw,  confusion  existed  in  conse- 
quence of  having  to  take  proceedings  under  the  Public  lle.'dth  Act.  Even  the 
absence  of  a water  supply  did  not  jjrevent  the  house  being  occupied,  but  now  a 
certificate  may  be  refused  if  the  house  be  considered  unlit  for  occupation  in  any 
respect.  1 might  also  mention  that  in  future  all  wooden  or  other  temporary 
structures  will  require  to  be  approved  by  the  Council,  the  latter  having  power 
to  prohibit  their  use  for  more  than  a specilied  time,  and  subject  to  conditions 
which  the  Council  may  impose. 

'J'he  drains  of  all  new  houses  are  subjected  to  the  water  test  before  being 
certified  as  sound.  No  new  streets  have  been  laid  out  during  the  year  under 
review. 

Nui.sanci;s. — 'I'he  following  complaints  have  been  made  during  the  ye.ar, 
and  attended  to  by  your  Sanitarv  Inspector,  .Mr.  Bush  : — .Slopped  up  drains  and 
gulleys  22,  polluted  pond  i,  cesspools  requiring  altention  2,  refuse  deposits  (>, 
•Statutory  notices  have  been  served  on  the  owners  where  the  matter  has  not 
received  immediate  attention.  'J'he  smoke  nuisance  is  still  occasionally  a 
source  of  trouble,  although  not  so  serious  as  in  previous  years.  Drastic 
measures  will  have  to  be  taken  where  ihere  a|)pears  no  likelihood  of  permanent 
improvement  in  this  wholly  ])reventible  pollution.  'Two  cases  of  polluted  well 
water  have  been  brought  before  the  Council  during  the  vear.  In  one  instam  _ 
statutory  notice  was  served  roc]uiring  ihe  owner  to  lay  in  a supply  for  the  street 
Jnain,  which  was  at  once  done. 

In  the  other  case  (Beeston  Eields  Farm),  although  ihe  water  is  still  in  an 
imsalisfactorv  condition,  sufneietU  e\idence  of  serious  ])ollulion  has  not  been 
obtained  at  jiresent  to  justify  us  in  demanding  a different  source  of  supply,  'fhi- 
matter,  however,  will  receive  frequent  altention  during  the  coming  year. 

.Mkdic.m,  I n.si>kction'  oi‘  Sciiooi.  Cmi.DUKN. — I understand  that  ihe  schooi 
children,  and  the  schools  tliemselves  ha\e  bei'H  examined  during  Ihe  ye.ar,  but 
as  no  Report  has  been  published  so  far  as  I know,  I am  not  in  ;i  position  to  say 
what  defects  h.avc  been  discovered,  or  what  steps  h.ave  been  taken  to  remedy 
these  defects.  Until  some  delinite  scheme  has  been  devised  for  treating 

children  found  to  be  suffering  from  ailments,  I fear  little  good  will  follow,  and 
an  .\ct  which  should  have  prox'ed  an  inestimable  benefit  to  ihe  rising  generation 
will  prove  abortive.  Manv  schemes  have  been  (iropouncled  by  different  authori- 
ties, but  iq)  to  the  present  time  no  universal  and  systematic  method  has  been 
arrived  at. 

I III-:  I’fiii.ic  IIkai.im  .\(  is  .X.MKxnMitXT  .\(  r,  1907.  has  been  ttdopted  by  your 
( oimcil  in  its  entirety,  and  should  prove  highly  useful. 

Factokiks,  W'oKKsiions,  AM)  OuTWOUKKKS. — h'ull  p;irliculnrs  of  the  work 
dune  in  connection  with  these  will  be  found  in  the  appendix,  but  it  conveys  in  a 
yery  small  degree  the  large  amount  of  extra  work  that  is  thrown  upon  us. 

Ihe  systematic  in-pection  twice  yearly  of  the  ftictories,  workshops,  and  work- 
places, not  to  mention  visits  jiaid  to  outworkers,  is  no  light  matter.  I have 
explained  in  my  previous  Reports  wh.'it  our  jurisdiction  is  with  regarti  to  these 
premises,  Brielly  recaiiitulatod  they  ;ire  ;is  follows

WoKKSiioi’S. — 'I'hal  they  arc  clean,  well  vcniil.iled,  and  in  good  sanilary 
condition. 

Oi  'i  wouKivKS. — That  no  infcilious  diseases  e.\isl  in  premises  in  which  work 
is  being  carried  on. 

F.xctokii'.s. — I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  llu;  year  the  .\nglo-Scol ian 
Mills,  and  most  of  I lumber’s  Works  h.ave  l)ecome  tenanted.  In  respect  to  the 
latter,  e\-en  when  the  whole  (;f  the  premises  are  occupied  the  numl>er  of  work- 
men enqiloved  must  necess.arily  he  small  as  com])ared  with  [)re\'ious  years, 
rile  sub-division  of  these  works  lias  necessitated  e.xtensive  alterations  and 
additions  to  the  sanitarv  accommodation  f(jr  both  sexes.  At  the  time  of 
writing  there  are  14  separate  occiqiiers,  .and  e.ach  room  is  well  jn'ovided,  with 
means  (M  esc.ape  in  case  of  lire.  In  addition  to  the  large  number  of  lace 
menders  on  these  ])remises  the  schedule  recei\’ed  gives  44  tjutworkers.  Where 
these  reside  outside  the  district  the  resjx'clive  Medic.al  OHicers  of  Ilealth  ha\’e 
been  notilied. 

()n((  notice  has  been  received  from  the  l''actory  Inspector  with  regard  to 
one  of  the  blocks  of  rollard’s  l''.aclory  in  Cross  Street.  In  his  opinion  the 
nie.ans  of  escajie  in  case  (jf  fire  w.as  insullicient.  In  this  case  a separate  exit 
has  now  been  provided  to  e.ach  room.  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  courteous  treatment  r(;c(‘ived  by  myself  .and  xour  .Surveyor  during  our 
visits  to  the  v.arious  factories  and  woi'kshops,  and  the  re:idiness  with  which  any 
suggestions  imide  by  us  h.ave  received  immediate  attention. 

WouKSiioi's. — .'special  .attention  has  been  givam  to  ih('  it)  bakehouses  .and  S 
slaughter-houses.  \\'ith  regard  to  the  former,  excc|>ting  those  built  within  the 
last  few  yetirs,  the  lloors  .and  walls  in  m.anv  instances  are  not  constructed  of 
suittible  matcriids.  h'loors  laid  with  ipiarries  .and  common  bricks  soon  become 
la.ackcd  and  defecti\a‘.  Common  brick  intern.al  w.alls  cannot  b('  wtished  down 
as  in  the  c.ase  of  glaze  brickwork,  jind  const.’uit  whitewashing  is,  therefore, 
\c>ry  necessary.  \'ery  much  the  s.ame  .apjdies  to  the  slaughter-houses  which  are 
kept  in  .a  cleanly  state.  In  most  of  the  worksho])S  only  a few  workmen  are 
employed,  h.veryone,  hotve\  or,  has  lieen  visited,  :md  the  sanitarv  accommo- 
d.ilion  found  satisfactory.  The  attention  of  ent])loyers  w.as  called  in  several 
instances  to  the  fact  that  the  workshoi)  notice  required  under  the  .\ct  had  not 
been  posted.
